STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The most pertinent prior art known to the Examiner is listed on the attached forms PTO- 
892 and 1449. As shown by Crisanti and newly found references Urban, Goffinet and Avery et 
al., the close prior arts of record, hard surface treatment compositions with various ingredients 
such as an acid, an anionic/nonionoic surfactant system and organic solvent are well-known. 
However, none of the prior art of record including Crisanti, Urban, Goffinet and Avery et al., 
provides sufficient suggestion or motivation to arrive at a composition consisting of the various 
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ingredients and in particular with ethanol being the sole organic solvent and with the exclusion 
of specific ingredients as required in the present claims. It is noted that cited references require 
additional ingredients such as dual solvent systems. Accordingly, the claimed invention, as a 
whole, would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the cleaning composition art. 
None of the prior art of record teaches, discloses or suggests a hard surface treatment 
composition with the inclusion and exclusion of specific ingredients in the manner as those 
recited the present claims.
